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Admits Missiles 
in Cuba But 
'No Menace'

WASHINGTON (A)-Secretary 


of Defense Robert S., McNamara 
says "there are undoubtedly mis- 
siles in Cuba" but not of the type 
that would menace the United 
States. 


"Based on the information avail- 


able to me," he said, "I believe 
that there are no surface missiles 
in Cuba threatening this country 
today." 


McNamara put his views on the 


record in an exclusive interview 
with The Associated! Press'as a 
congressional hue and cry. rose 
over Soviet military strength on 
the island 90 miles 'from 
the 


American coast. 


One issue of the controversy is 


just how many Soviet troops are 
in Cuba., President Kennedy 'has 
estimated 17,000. Some legislators 
have expressed belief there are 
many more. 


McNamara would not be drawn 


into that question. He said he 
would rather not comment on the 
presence of Soviet troops or re- 
ports they seem to be digging in 
to stay. 


But he declared that one rea- 


son for the maze of persistent re- 
ports on ballistics missiles in Cuba 
may be confusion over the vari- 
ous kinds of missiles that are 
there.

NEW YORK (AP)—Once upon 


a time when audiences sought out 
entertainment, the figures beyond 
the footlights were judged — ac- 
cepted1 and rejected—almost com' 
pletely in terms of their talents. 


But 'talent — as a singer, as a 


pianist — just isn't enough nowa- 
days when the entertainment, via 
television, seeks the audiences. 


"If a performer makes a suc-
